I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  an  interim  report,  as 
directed  by  Circular  2067  (Wales)  upon  the  essential  and  urgent 
matters  which  have  affected  the  public  Health  during  the  year  1939.

The  district  is  agricultural  in  character,  with  the  exception  of 
numerous  summer  resorts  along  the  coast,  which  were  crowded  with 
visitors  in  the  pre-war  days.  The  influx  of  visitors  to  the  sea-side 
districts  was  approximately  about  80^^  less  than  at  normal  times.

LOCAL  GOTERINIENT  ACT  1939. 


The  Maternity  and  Child  h’elxare  Scheme,  under  Section  101  of  the 
above  Act,  which  was  prejjarcd  by  the  Aiif;jlesey  County  Council  and 
approved  by  the  Llinistr^/  oJ  -ialth  v;ill  be  extended  in  the  near  future 
The  Scheme  x^^ovides  for  the  'payjficnt  by  the  Council  of  annual 
contributions  towards  the  oxxjenses  of  the  Voluntary  Associations  in 
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providing  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  in  and  for  the  benefit 
of  the  whole  County.  The  County  Council  has  approved  of  the 
establishment  of  tv/o  additional  Ante-hatal  Clinics  at  Amlwch  and 
Beauma'^s  respectively,  and  further  for  the  holding  of  Ante-Natal 
Clinics  at  Holyhead  and  Llangefni  monthly,  instead  of  on  alternative 
months  as  at  present. 

The  District  is  well  supplied  with  nurses,  who  are  registered 
under  the  Central  Midwives  Board,  and  also  Ambulance  facilities. 

As  regards  Laboratory  facilities  and  Hospital  accommodation,  the 
remarks  stated  in  my  previous  xtiinual  Reports  still  applies  to  these 
sections. 

SCHOOL  CLINICS. 

These  are  carried  out  \;ith  the  same  efficiency  as  in  pre-war 
days.  As  the  district  is  rural  in  character,  there  has  occasionally 
been  difficulties  in  supplying  certain  schools  with  whole-some 
drinking  water.  In  the  majority  of  the  schools  filters  are  provided. 

All  the  school  buildings  are  fairly  modern  and  the  sanitary  conditions 
satisfactory. 

WATER  SUPPLY  AND  HOUSINC. 

The  ’Water  Schemes  for  the  supply  of  Benllech,  Moelfre  and  Red 
V/harf  Bay  have  made  very  little  progress,  since  I last  reported. 

There  is  also  delay  with  the  Llanerchymedd  Scheme.  This  in  unfortunate, 
as  there  has  been  scarcity  of  water  in  the  particular  village  (during 
the  last  few  months).  The  Amlwch  Authority  has  decided  not  to  Join 
in  the  Cemaes  Scheme,  so  now  the  course  is  clear  to  proceed  with  the 
work  without  any  further  delay.  As  regards  the  Housing  Schemes,  these 
have  been  postponed  until  the  end  of  hostilities. 

IvlATTERS  CONNECTED  VMTH  THE  WAR. 

Practically  all  building  operations  are  at  a stand-still,  both 
private  cind  Council  houses.  Approximately  there  are  about  133 
official  evacuees  and  18  un-official  evacuees  in  the  district,  the 
latter  have  increased  considerably  during  the  last  two  or  three  months. 
The  Sanitary  Authority  were  concerned  with  the  \>/ator  supply  of  the 
district,  and  the  possibility  of  an  out-break  of  infectious  or 
contagious  diseases. 

I received  no  complaint  with  regard  to  Pood  Distribution  or  any 
subject  due  to  war  conditions,  except  that  on  few  occasions,  the 
^.^nitary  Inspector  had  to  condemn  meat  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

liTSPECTION  AND  SHPERVISIOH  OP  FOOD . 

MILL  SUH^LY; 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  were  inspected  with  satisfactory 
results.  General  improvement  was  observed  throughout  the  district, 
some  shippons  were  reconditioned , and  even  old  ones  were  better 
ventilated  and  cleaner  than  previously.  It  is  regre table  that  the 
Milk  in  Schaol  Scheme  in  the  County  (Grade  A.  T.T,  Milk)  has  broken 
down.  There  is  a scarcity  of  milk  throughout  the  County. 

PREVTALENCE  op  infectious  DISEASES. 

During  last  year  infectious  and  contagious  diseases  were  prevalent 
in  the  district. 

The  number  of  notifications  received  were  as  follows 


Influenzal  Pneumonia 

Diphtheria.  . 

Opthalmic  Neonatorum 
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jinti-diphtlio^ritio  Surum  was  used  in  all  the  Diphtheria  cases. 
All  the  Diphtheria  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital,  with  the 
exception  of  one  child  due  to  no  accommodation.  The  scheme  for 
Diphtheria  immunisation  was  adopted  and  carried  out  by  the  Education 
Authority  in  all  the  Elementary  schools,  and  also  by  the  County 
Council  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 


Oix  only  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital,  the 
parents  of  four  children  objected  to  their  removal. 

The  epidemic  of  ileasles  appeared  last  Hovember,  and  spread  to 
various  parts  of  the  district  for  the  first  five  months  of  the  present 
year.  All  were  treated  at  their  homes  and  made  satisfactory  recovery, 

TUBERCULOSIS. 


Fifteen  new  cases  v/ere  notified  during  the  year,  ten  males  and 
five  females.  Three  were  transfered  cases  from  England,  and  one  from 
another  district  in  the  County.  Twelve  received  institutional 
treatment.  Two  returned  to  their  homes  from  the  district.  Three 
persons  were  notified  to  be  suffering  from  Uon-Pulmonary  T.B.  The 
notification  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  district  is  satisfactory. 

The  number  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  as  follows

I am  not  appending  the  report  of  the  Sanitary’'  Inspector  on 
this  occasion.
